France’s Problem. 


The adjournment of the French Chamber 
until M. Painlevé a 
short breathing space in which to assemble 
his forces for the fina] fight over his 
finance proposals; but there seems now to 
be no chance of his being able to pass his 
Bill throtgh both Houses before Thursday, 
when the balance sheet of the Bank of 
“France is due to appear. His scheme has 
failed. It represents an attempt. to com- 
promise, between the Caillaux programme, 
which was rejected summarily by, the 
Cartel. des Gauches, and the Socialist 
demand, formulated by M. Leon Blum, for 
a capital levy»and a moratorium. Like 
many other compromises, this scheme has 
done nothing to please either side. The 
parties of the Right condemn it on the 
ground that the Premier has tried to 
commit them to a capital levy under the 
slight camouflage of a ‘‘national con- 
tribution ” ; the Socialists will not have it 
because it imposes burdens on rich and 
poor ‘alike; whereas, of course, their aim 
is to mulct the wealthy alone, If M. 
Painlevé’ modifies his plans to suit the 
Socialists, his Bill will pass the Chamber, 
but will be thrown out by the Senate, in 
which case the, deadlock that led to the 
fall of the Herriot Government will repeat 
itself. If he tries to placate the Right, 
his Bill will be rejected by the Chamber. 
The Premier, therefore, is on the horns of 
a dilemma, and there is very little hope of 
his Government’s survival, whatever he 
may decide to do to-day. This time there 
is no obvious successor. M. Briand is too 
old a hand to want to pull the chestnuts 
out of such a hot fire; M. Herriot is a 
sick man and M. Caillaux is out of the 
question. . For the moment the crisis seems 
to be insoluble, but there always is the 
hope in France that the hour will bring 
forth the man. | 
There is nothing very novel about M. 
Painlevé’s proposals, He his tried to 
raise an annual increase of income of six 
milliards of francs for a period of fourteen 
years, to be devoted entirely to the cancel- 
lation of the floating debt. To that end 
he suggests a poll tax on all adults, native 
and alien, a super-tax on salaries above 
50,000 francs a year, a luxury tax on all 
art 


to-day has given 


“mnproductive wealth,” such as | 
collections, jewellery, books and the lke 
above the capital value of £500, and, 
finally, the much discussed “ national con- 
tribution.’’ The idea is that every owner 
of wealth or capital above a certain fixed 
sum’ shall be assessed for this tax, and 
shall be expected to pay his quota over a 
period of fourteen years in annual instal- 
ments. A very liberal discount, however, 
will be granted for spot cash, and M. 
Painlevé apparently believed, when he pro- 
posed the tax, that advantage would be 
taken of); this inducement by a large 
number of property owners.” To tide dver 
the immediate demands of the financial 
situation, the Premier proposes to secure 
liberal advances from the Bank of France 
to be repaid by the yield of.his new taxes ; 
and he stated frankly on Sunday that 
further inflation would be unavoidable. 
This admission determined the Socialists’ 
attitude; for they will not have inflation 
at any price. Already the currency has 
been swollen to such an extent that the 
floating debt has reached an appalling 
figure, and the value of the franc is sink- 
ing steadily. The Socialists argue that the 
only hope of financial salvation lies in the 
consolidation of all the many short term 
debts which various Governments have in- 
curred. They regard a capital levy as the 
surest and the speediest way out of the 
difficulty,.and in their present temper they 
are not likely to compromise their mazt- 
mum demand. 

The call for a “ National Union Govern- 
ment’’ is becoming more and more in- 
sistent throughout the Republic: The 
people, whose eyes now have been opened 
to'the gravity of the country’s plight, are 
sick of ‘political intrigue and self-seeking. 
They hold that the present crisis, in many 
ways, is no less acute than the crisis of 
1914, and believe that political differences 
ought to be sunk im an effort to pull 


abyss. Where is the man: to lead such a 
Government? The present chieftains of

Irish Food Prices. 


During the coming session of the 
Oireachtas the people of the Irish Free 
State will expect President Cosgrave's 
Government to find means to bring down 
the cost of ' ing. The people of Ireland 
are poorer than the people of England ; 
yet for almost every one of the prime 
necessaries of life they have to pay higher 
prices. Prices in the Free State are even 
higher than in Northern Ireland. First 
of all of human needs is bread. To-day, 
while a housewife in Dublin expends ten 
shillings and sixpence on bread, her sister 
in Belfast spends only nine shillings and 
sixpence, while their cousin in London 
can obtain the same quantity of bread for 
her household for eight shillings or even 
less. It needed recommendations by the 
British Government's Food Commission to 
induce the English bakers three weeks 
ago to bring the price of the loaf down by 
a penny to its present figure. The bakers 
of Dublin were expected at least to follow 
suit forthwith ; for it was well known that 
they could afford to bring* bread prices 
nearer to the English level. They hesitated 
until public indignation found voice, and 
then they were constrained to remit one 
farthing in the price of the hali-quartern 
loaf. Clearly it is the duty of the. Free 
State Government to take action at least 
as drastic as that taken by Mr. Baldwin's 
Government. ‘Milk prices are almost, i!

This 
custom has enabled a gang of ingenious 


burglars to carry out a series of robberies in 
the city. Their method was to ring, wait till 
the rope was pulled and the door opened, 
make inquiries and then pretend to go away. 
In reality they slipped inside and slammed 
the door to deceive those upstairs who could 
not see them. Then they would hide till all 
was quiet before carrying out their theft.

LONDON THEATRES. 


“LULLABY ” AT THE GLOBE. 


From Our Own CorresponpDent. 
LONDON, Monday. 
Mr. Edward Knoblock’s new play 
“Lullaby '” would make an excellent film, but 
it has too many changes and too many frag- 
mentary episodes to hold one’s attention on 
the stage.

is dearer in Belfast than in London, and 
dearer in Dublin than in Belfast. The 
discrepancy between prices in the two Irish 
capitals is indefensible. It cannot he 
dearer to produce milk in the agricultural 
counties around Dublin than in Antrim 
and Down. If the Belfast housewife pays 
sixpence when the Dublin housewife nRys 
sévenpence, the cause is to be found in 
the vigorous action of a co-operative 
society in Belfast, which supplied milk in 
sealed bottles and offered it at a penny 
‘less than dairymen selling milk in the 
old-fashioned cans and jugs. Potatoes are 
sold in Belfast for twopence or threepence 
a stone less.than in Dublin, and apples 
at half the Dublin price. Coal is seven 
shillings a ton dearer in Dublin than in 
London, but the Belfast householder can 
get it at London rates. Thus in the prime 
elements of food and in fuel the Dublin 
public is subjected to unjustifiable charges. 
If the producers and the shopkeepers will 
not, or cannot, lower their prices, a Com 
mission on prices should be established by 
the Government; and it should be at wock 
before the hardships of the winter tell 
yet more cruelly upon the hungry and the 
shivering children of our land. 


American Wealth. 


The standard of living in the United 
States to-day, says Mr, Herbert Hoover, 
is the highest in the country's history, 
and, therefore, the highest that the world 
has known, “Our national sayings,’ Mr. 
Hoover declared, ‘‘are accumulating at 
an unparalleled rate.” Production and 
consumption are more rapid than ‘ever ; 
wages have risen to a much higher level 
than the cost of living; there is little 
unemployment, and both management and
